The world powers are all weak and 
their collective weakness condemns 
them to stagnation. There are no excep- 
o. Lo this diagnosis. 

In jimmy Cartet, America. has a: Pre- 
sident with all the qualities needed to 
become President, but only few of those 
needed ‘to be a President. He is a man 
wiıo sees politics as a matter of will and 
idea rather than as a question of making 
and acting on decisions. 

This applies to: both his lome and 
foreign policy, To him, ideas are ‘every 
thing, He:-is not concerned ’ witlı .llow 
they. are to .be put into practice, which 
means that even the bêst ideas comê to 
nathing, He is not interested in.decision- 
snaking processes or, normal consultation 
procedures.

The pliiniff believed Lhe magazine, 
bought û subscriplion und, six weeks 
later, {followed its advice and purchased 
stock in a Berlin corporation. 

The corporalion hud been depicled iu 
a favourable light, givimg details and 
predicting a doubling of the investment 
in the long run.

wlıich automobile club experts chose 30 
for the last five rounds. ' 
. At the end, there were four remaining, 
two from Northrhine-Westphalia, one 
from Bavaria and one from Buden- 
Wûrttemberg, 

The jury had to decide: shoull we 
award the prize to a kindergûarler with 
excellent facilities doing exemplary 
work, or should we award it lo a small 
kindergarten with a small staff which, 
despite this handicap, has succeeded in 
involving parents and children in road 
Ssufety friining? 

There was little difference in’ ainıs, fac 
cilities and psychological road safety 
training between {lhe three in the final 
round. 

The kindergarten in Bergisch Olad- 
bach in Northrhine-Westphalia, financed 
half privately, half from council funds, 
has a fine safety playground and a re- 
putation gained over the past few years 
in this field.

A considerable amount of thought 
and money haş gone into the prize-winn- 
ing programme. ‘Traffic psychologists 
brought out a textbook with questions 
for two to four-year-oldş called “Pre- 


schoo! : Road Safety Education” A. 


parents’ road safety group published a 
booklet entitled “Safety For Our Child.” 
Five training centres tlırouglıout the 
country have been providing special 
courses - for kindergarten teachers to 
equip'them to teach road safety. 
Teaching and play. materials;; instruc- 
tions, posters, safety games, information 
booklets, tips on how children. should 
dress to make them clearly visible to traff- 
k, the right choice and equipment of 
school buses and advice on wheré to 
build traffic playgrounds have been pro- 
duced by the organisers of this scheme.

Mûhsanı himself did not eusily fit 
into any party. He was an individualist, a 
bohemian, a writer and wanderer, a man 
of ehildlike innocence. A biogruphy 
would probably be even more fascinil- 
ing {hon ihe recent five-volume eulilion 
of his collected works, important though 
this edilion undoubtedly is.

‘His time in Ansbach’ prison 
had not been wasted, He has written, 
anıong other things, a piay called Judas, 
Two years after his release he. wag work- 
ing aş a playwright along ‘with Brecht, 
Becher, Ddblin, Toller and Tucholsky in 
the Piscator team in Berlin. Here too, 
hia commitment was total. All the 
others, aş it soon turned out, were only 
pursuing their own interests. 

Mühsam worked out a detailed list of 
standing rules for cooperation bciween 
the dramatists, His colleagues read it but 
none acted on it. 

Half a century ago, in April 1928, 
Mûhsam'’'s play Jıxlas was first perform- 
ed at ihe Piscator Bûhnen Studio in Ber- 
lin. Ernst Busch played the main part, 
Leopold Lindtbery directed (his direct- 
ing debut). 

Mûhsam's Judus in an application of 
the Judas theme to the working class 
ımovement, The Judas in this play is the 
compositor Schenk. Sclenk does not De- 
tray for money, he informs on, his 
friend, a pacifist scientist, because le 
needs such a case to rouse the workers 
into revolutionary action.
